UNDEFEATED  RECORD 


Under  the  able  and  inspiring  coaching  of 
Mr.  Evans  and  Mr.  Kerr,  the  1957  wrestling 
team  has  completed  the  second  undefeated 
season  in  the  history  of  the  sport  at  Governor 
Dummer.  Captain  Kevin  Leary,  heavyweight 
Mike  Tyler,  Hal  Pouser,  Pete  Stanley,  Gene 
Bouley,  were  consistent  winners,  but  almost 
as  much  the  team  owes  its  enviable  record  to 
Lymie  Cousens,  Ned  Stone,  Dan  Kaufman, 
Max  Ule,  Lonnie  Churchill  and  others  who 
had  the  grit  and  determination  to  produce 
nearly  impossible  points  at  crucial  times.
